Primary object of the War. 


The war for independence was not 
oriKinally a war for independence at 
all. 
It is doubtful If a single one of 
those embattled farmers who stood 
at Concord bridge and "fired the shot 
heard round the world" had the least 
idea that it was the beginning of a 
struggle which was to end In complete 
separation 
frr"— 
the Mother Coun- 
try. 
Onh' a few weeks before that 
fateful day Benjamin Franklin, than 
whom no man was better 
rjualified 
to speak on the sublect, personally 
assured Lord Chatham that in all of 
his travels through the country he had 
never heard an expression in favor of 
Independence from any person, drunk 
or sober. The sole object of the Amer- 
icans at that time was to obtain a 
redress of grievances, the principal of 
•which was the assertion by the Brit- 
ish parliament of the right to tax the 
Colonies at will. Nearly all the oth- 
er wrongs so graphically set forth in 
the Declaration, to the 
reading of 
which we have lust listened, were acts 
Intended to force the Americans to a 
recognition of this right of taxation. 
In the early spring of 1875, all the 
fiery eloquence of Otis and Adams, 
and Warren and Patrick Henry, would 
not have assembled a single com- 
pany of minute men to strike the first 
blow for American Independence. The 
Colonists were willing to Bght any 
power on Earth against an unjust 
principle of taxation, but within what 
they considered constitutional limita- 
tions, they were thorou"hly loyal to 
the British Crown. 
The immediate cause of the rev- 
olutionary war would scarcely have 
created a ripple of discontent in any 
European country. The amount of the 
tax in controversy was utterly insig- 
nificant. 
The Americans were win- 
ing to contribute as a voluntary gift 
' far more money than that Involved 
In all the taxes proposed to be levied 
upon them by the British government. 
But they argued that the right to tax 
a little meant the right to tax more. 
The unreslsted power to tax was a 
power to enslave. ITiey were not rep- 
resented in the British Parliament 
and taxation without representation, 
they declared, was sheer despotism 
and robbery under color of law. And 
so in onposltion they lit the fires of re- 
bellion on .every hill top from Maine 
to Georgia. 
" 


Independence's Second Thouaht 
But with the drum beat to arms 
public sentiment changed ra^'dly. It 
became apparent that the ideas of the 
Americans were. entirely out of har- 
mony with the position which the 
Colonies occupied,as subordinate parts 
of the British Empire. If they could 
deny the right of Parliament to tax 
them, they cqu.ld deny the right of the 
king to appoint Governors to rule 
them, or they could deny the Mother 
Country any other attribute of sov- 
ereignty. 
As . the struggle went on 
It became clear that there could never 
be any satisfactory se'-"^ment of the 
dispute save through the absolute in- 
dependence of the colonies. Early in 
'1776, Thomas Payne wrote: 
"All 'men 
whether in Enp-l-nd or America con- 
fess that a separation between the 


• countries will take place one time or 
other. To find that time we need not 
KO far, for the time h-'h found us. 
Ihere-ls something absurd in suppos- 
ing ti continent oerpetuallv gov< 
by an island." And thus is w»9 that

The peculiar merit of our form of 
government lies in the f3"t that it 
provides a legal way of redressing 
every wrong. 
The final power rests 
with the people and while their will 
may sometimes be thwarted bv cor- 
rupt servants, in the end it is bound 
to prevail, and this without a resort to 
revolutionary methods. 


Universities and Free 


It has been said, and with some 
truth, that a republic is a weaker 
form of government than a monarchy. 
It must be concede'' that a higher de- 
gree of natio^"! intelligence is re- 
quired to maintain a republic than 
is necessary to sustain a monarchv. 
In a republic the people govern them- 
selves: in a monarchv they are in 
large measure governed by a select 
few. 
Clearly, it requires more intelli- 
gence to govern than it does to be 
governed. 
But this superior i"telli- 
gence is what we claim as a people 
to possess. I know this is denied. It 
is contended tr"*t our Universities are 
inferior to those of Er"-iTDe. 
Never 
having been a Universi*" student I 
am hardlv qualified to determine such 
a point. I can see no reason why there 
should be much difference between 
Yale and 
Oxford or Harvard 
and 
Cambiidge. 
But be this as it may 
nothing in the pducational system of 
Europe approaches in grandeur the 
free common schools of America. 
It 
is not so much the profound scholar- 
ship of a few as the general education 
of all that makes a people trnlv grc-* 
A nation composed of a limited num- 
ber of highly taught professors and 
millions of illiterates scarcely able to 
read in their native tongue is much 
like a tray of biscuits with the leav- 
en all in one cake. 
In all this broad land there is not a 
child so poor and lowly as tn be ---able 
to secure an education at the -"Mic 
expense that will fit him or ^er t- be- 
gin the battle of life. 
Every Amer- 
jcan community of a dozen families 
has its school house. Some are rriag- 
nificent in their proportions, materials 
and architecture others are small and 
made of rough hewn logs or stone. 
But whatever their size and character, 
each is a temple wherein, as Prentlss 
has so beautifully said: "Young p-nbi- 
tion climbs its "ttle ladder and boy- 
ish genius plumes its 
half fledged 
wing." 
With the foundation therein 
laid higher education is easily with- 
in reach, and barring accident or mis- 
fortune there is nothing to prevent the 
American boy or girl of real talent 
from reaching the loftiest pinnacle of 
fame.

Nothing that is human is perfect, and 
doubtless our people have a goodly 
share of those faults which • pertain 
to humanity in general. But I con- 
fess to a degree of impatience when I 
hear of some man holding high offi- 
cial station and who calls himself an 
American, seriously raising the. Ques- 
tion whether our government is bet- 
ter than that of some European, mon- 
arch^. I am not wiling even to de- 
bate the question whether any mon- 
archy with its king empero 
prince 
and its hereditary nobility, is as good 
a government as that of the free re- 
public in -which we live. 
No matter 
what political party-may happen to be 
in power, or -what its policy may be 
concerning particular industrial, econ- 
omic and financial questions. I am 
'good enough American openly to pro- 
claim the belief that the government 
of this Republic is not only the best 
in existence today but the best that 
the world has ever seen since civiliz- 
ation began.

It needed not the thunder of Dewey's 
guns in Manila Bay. or the destruction 
of Cervera's fleet, or the charge "p San 
Juan Hill to make the TTiited States 
a "World Power" in all that thevterm 
implies.
